EVACUATION 
PROCEDURES - 
Pisabled sfudenfs 


HALL BUILDING: 


1 - Disabled persons are to evacuate by the freight elevator unless 
they are on the 7th floor. 


2 - Students who are on the 7th floor are to use the passenger 
elevators. 


3 - All elevators will be manually operated by a fire monitor. 


4 - Monitors will assist students to exit from the elevator at the 
mezzanine level to assemble in the PR Annex at 2100 Mackay. 


NOTE: IF THE FREIGHT ELEVATOR DOES NOT COME OR IS OUT OF ORDER, EXIT AS PER 
INSTRUCTIONS BELOW. 


ALL OTHER BUILDINGS: 


Disabled students are to be evacuated by the stairwells with the 
assistance of monitors or other volunteers. 


NOTE: TO ASSIST IN EVACUATION, MANUAL WHEELCHAIRS ARE AVAILABLE IN H-580, AD 
121 AND IN THE FIRST AID ROOMS OF THE HALL, NORRIS AND VISUAL ARTS 
BUILDINGS AS WELL AS IN BOTH HEALTH SERVICES. 


EVACUATION HINTS 
FOR STUDENTS WITH DISABILITIES: 


1- Have an evacuation plan and practice it. 


2- Know the location of the exit and alternate exit during an emergency 
evacuation. Always know of more than one exit. 


3- Instruct co-workers or students on how they can assist you. 


EVACUATION TECHNIQUES: 


METHOD 1: 


The helper would kneel at the front of the wheelchair and place the person’s arms up and 
over helper’s shoulders and across their chest. Helper would then lean forward before 
raising slowly to full standing position. (///ustration #1) 


METHOD 2: 


If two helpers are needed, use basic SWING CARRY method. Two helpers position 
themselves next to the wheelchair in order to grasp each other’s upper arm or shoulder. 
(//lustration #2). Person being assisted would then place arms firmly around both 
helpers’ necks (///ustration #3). The Two helpers lean forward placing the free arm 
under the individual's legs firmly grasping each other's wrist - working together, both 
helpers lift, using legs, then carefully step forward. (///ustration #4 & #5). 


METHOD 3: 


Should the stairwell prove too narrow for the above method... a different positioning 
should be used. The person being assisted would be placed on the stairwell landing. One 
helper would lift at the legs, under the knees, the other under the shoulders with fingers 
locked across the individual’s chest. Helpers, with backs erect, would lift together, 
raising slowly to standing position, using leg muscles. (///ustration #6 ). 


REMEMBER - ALWAYS ASK HOW A PERSON CAN BE CARRIED AND 
POSITIONED. 


NOTE: EVACUATION CHAIRS AND EMERGENCY TELEPHONES 
ARE BEING STRATEGICALLY PLACED THROUGHOUT THE 
UNIVERSITY. CHECK WITH S.D.S. FOR EXACT LOCATIONS
